Mark Twain referred to the Amert- 
can booksellers, at their annual ban- 
quet the other night, as the “gentie- 
men to whom I am indebted for help 
in enabling me to earn my living.” 
Then he gave some figures which séem 
to show that to help Mark Twain earn 
his living fs no particular drag on 
the individual who does it. “Innocents 
Abroad,” Mr. Clemens'’s oldest book 
now forty years old, In four years has 
verged upon the fifty-thousand mark. 
“Roughing It,” four years younger, 
has passed forty thousand, and “Tom 
Sawyer” goes a thousand or two bet- 
ter than that. In other words—to do 
a quick sum in addition—in four years 
Mark Twain's books have sold half a 
million copies. Obviously the book- 
selier’s little favor in this case is help- 
ing a man succeed.

Warranty deeds are unusual forms 
Of conveyance in the State of Califor- 
nia.

Californians have come to un- 
Gerstand perfectly the strength and 
the weakness of a warranty deed. New- 
Comers into this State, who have been 
accustomed to acquire property under 
these warranty deeds, o have a 
very vague idea as to their strength. 
It is too often assumed that a war- 
ranty deed is an absolute conveyance. 
which will hold the property In spite 
of all comers. Californians have 
learned that it is nothing of the kind. 
The warranty is merely the promise of 
the conveyer to defend the title should 
it ever be attacked. Should an attack 
be made upon the f{itle, there is re- 
Course to the guarantor, and if he is 
responsible his guarantee can be en- 
foreed. In case the guarantor has be- 
Come bankrupt, his guarantee is not 
Worth a copper cent.

No Relief in Law. 

The legal maxim expressed in Letin 
by Francis Bacon centuries ago in the 
words “caveat emptor’ is still im 
force and recognized in all courts. It 
means about the safe as “Beware of 
the dog” posted over the gate where 
a vicious cur may snap et your hind 
legs. It simply means, let the buyer 
beware of his own interests. No mat- 
ter how knavish a promoter may be, 
the law will not protect the careless 
buyer nor punish the knave where no 
absolute misrepr tation has been 
made to the buyer. These foxy pro- 
moters in the real estate market un- 
derstand their legal rights, and the 


too thoroughly. They make no mis- 
representations, as a rule, to the 
buyer. They are very wary about 
making such misrepresentations in 
the presence of witnesses, They 
merely offer you the land for sale un- 
Ger contract on certain terms, and 


They 
keep every promise they have made. 
The land legally is theirs. They Nave a 
Tight to offer it for sale to the general 
public, and a right to give these con- 
tracts, accept their money and fur- 
nish the warranty deed on the comple- 
tion of the terms of the contract. if 
they fall, it is simply a business fail- 
ure, and is in no way connected with 
any misdemeanor or criminal law tn 
the codes. Where the original contract 
is kept and the original mortgage re- 
leased, the deed of the promoters is 
valid, and conveys the property, Where 
there is a failure in meeting the terms 
of the original contract, all lands re- 
vert to the original owners, and there 
js an end to the whole affair: The de- 
ceived buyers have absolutely no re- 
course. 


The Old Story. 

The story is an old one in these col- 
umns. There have been in the last 
few years of tremendous activity in 
real estate but one or two cases in 
which there was failure to meet all 
the obMeations under these contracts. 
The ability of the promoters to keep 
their word was the result of the an- 
ustial activity in real estate, The tracts 
were generally put on the market at 
an advance of about 100 per cent. over 
the cost of purchase. The promoters 
could well afford to do everything they 
promised to do, for the tracts sold off 
rapidly, enabling them to clear the 
original mortgage and @ive the pur- 
chasers under their contracts a valid 
deed. The success of the promoters 
is no justification of the practice, and 
should not be considered any encour- 
agement to rash people to riek their 
money in this way. The fect that there

Several] years ago in the city of London was a young 
man clerking at a salary which would be looked upon 
as starvation wages in America. He had little of the 
natural endowment of the mining engineer referred to, 
and differed from thousands of his fellows only in a little 
shrewdness of judgment and a great determination to 
achieve material success. Saving from his scant salary, 
he tried one venture after another and failed in half a 
score of them. About middle life, sitting in a barber 
shop, he noticed a new hair brush simply and cheaply 
made, wire replacing the ordinary bristles. He made 
inquiry as to the cost of the brush, and learned it was 
two English shillings. With rare shrewdness of judg- 
ment he concluded the brush could be made for a shil- 
ling and sold at the factory in quantities for fourteen 
pence, leaving a satisfactory profit to the maker. 
Bought wholesale at this price, it could be retailed at 
eighteen pence, making fair profit for the retailer. Here 
was the basis of a fortune which in a few years grew 
to over $1,000,000. He hired a very smalj space with a 
window in front of a store, secured a quantity of these 
brushes and advertised them liberally at eighteen pence. 


Another Londoner of practically the same time, in- 
tent upon making a fortune, was forced because of his 
small income to seek the cheapest restaurants in the 
metropolis of the world for his meals. These repasts 
cost him about four pence each. Here was his opportu- 
nity. Renting one emall place and advertising it liber- 
ally, he extended his business until he had fifty, then a 
hundred, of these little restaurants all over London, and 
in no great space of years he had his million dollars to 
the good. 

The mining engineer was endowed by nature with pe- 
culiar gifts. He also was blessed with unusual early op- 
portunities in the way of education, and then chance 
threw him into the way of great mining schemes. The 
two Londoners were not particularly well equipped by 
nature, and had no early opportunities and no remark- 
able chance in the way of association. Mr. Hammond 
simply followed the career of life for which he was 
destined by his parents. These others, to achieve suc- 
cess, were obliged to cut loose from early associations 
and strike off at right angles to the path in which they 
had been walking.

It is as bright as a new pin and it has every sign 
of prosperity and trade. There are great ware- 
houses along the wharves, a German man-of-war lies in 
the harbor, and a huge dry dock, sufficiently large to 
hold any ship of this part of the world, is on the edge 
of the shore.

These three questions were sent to a veteran news- 
paper man in Washington; and he was particularly 
amazed because they came from the superintendent of 
Public Schools in a prosperous little western city. To 
be entirely truthful about it, the newspaper man did not 
know how to answer those inquiries. Consequently, he 
went to veteran officials of the Senate and of the House 
of Representatives for the information. He was sur- 
prised to ascertain that not one of them knew anything 
about “Flag Day,” except that once a year some patri- 
otic people were disposed to give prominence to a dis- 
play of the Stars and Stripes.

United States. The British soldiers, wher they saw that 
flag, imagined that it was a token of sul mission to the 
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' King, whose proclamation had just been promulgated. 
Very soon they discovered their error. 


Finally, the Library of Congress was visited, and books. 
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The British Register of 1776 says: “The rebels burned 
the King’s speech, and changed their colors from a 
plain red ground to a flag with thirteen stripes, as a 
symbol of their union of thirteen colonies.” 


That, bear in mind, was the first floating of our flag. 
That it was invented and flung to the free air of heaven 
| by Washington, is not generally known, indeed is known 
to very few people, because it is not emphatically 
taught in our public schools. 


_ From January 2, 1776, to July 4, 1776, six months 
' elapsed before the promulgation of the Declaration of the 
| Independence of the United States. Moreover, almost 
another year elapsed, before the national] emblem was 
officially sent upon its mission of universal love and 
liberty. Thus, Washington was one year and a half in 
advance of the Congress, in flinging this “Old Glory” of 
ours to the free air of heaven. 

On June 14, 1777 (mark the date!) the Congress sitting 
in Philadelphia, officially 

“Resolved, that the flag of the thirteen United States 
shall be of thirteen stripes of alternate red and white; 
with a union of thirteef stars of white in a blue field, 
representing the new constellation.” 

Remember, please, that the British Register of 1776 
Officially records that Washington's headquarters flag was 
floated on January 2, 1776, “with thirteen stripes, as a 
symbol of their union of thirteen colonies.” ag 

The Congress appointed a committee on the flag, 
which reported in extenso: “The Stars of the Flag rep- 
resent a new constellation of States, rising in the West. 
The idea is taken from the great constellation Lyra, 
which, in the hands of Orpheus, signifies Harmony. The 
blue in the field is taken from the edge of the Covenant- 
er’s Banner, in Scotland, significant of a League -Cove- 
nant of the United States against Oppression. The Stars 
are disposed in a circle symbolizing the perpetuity of the 
Union; the ring, signifying Eternity. The thirteen 
stripes with the thirteen Stars, shows the number of the 
united colonies, and denotes the subordination of the 
States to the Union, as well as equality among them- 
selves. The red, the color which in the Roman days 
was a symbo! of defiance, denotes Daring, and the white 
Purity.” 

The resolution establishing the flag was net promul- 
gated by the secretary of the Congresseuntil September 
3, 1777. This flag was first carried in the Battle of 
Brandywine, September 11, 1777, and was borne in all 
of the subsequent encampments, marches and battles of 
the Revolutionary War. 

The ship Ranger, commanded by Commodore John 
| Paul Jones, entered a French port on December 1, 1777, 
| with the Stars and Stripes floating above her, and that 
flag was saluted on February 14, 1778. That was the 
| first salute ever fired in honor of the Stars and Stripes 
i foreign naval vessels. -— 
| Now, as to the origin and significance of “Flag Day.” 
| The significance, you will have already discovered, is 
| that this celebration Is to be annually on June 14, in 
| commemorating the anniversary of the official resolu- 
tion of the Congress, on June 14, 1777. The origin of 
“Flag Day” was on June 14, 1889. The originator was 
George Bolch, who was in charge of a free kindergar- 
ten for the poor, in New York City. This patriotic edu- 
cator conceived the idea and put it into execution, with 
his obscure school, on June 14, 1889. 

Instantly, the idea struck a popular chord. It was 
subsequently adopted by the State Board of Education. 
Then it was incorporated into the laws of New York, 
which, in Chapter 481, provides that: 

“It shall be the duty of the State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction to prepare a programme making spe- 
cial provision for the observance in the public schools 
of Lincoln's birthday, Washington's birthday, Memorial 
Day, and Flag Day.” 

Under the law the State Superintendent ordered that 
“at 9 o’clock in the morning, every schoo! shall] raise a 
flag on the roof. At slight expense let each boy and 
each girl in the schools be provided with a flag. There 
is something rhythmic in speech or song to which they 
can supply a patriotic accompaniment of waving flags: 
and there must be a march whose movement they can 
time with waving banners.

AN EXPLORING EXPEDITION IN 
BRITIsH NEW GuINEA.

E were three white men, Monckton was the res-

were non-officio members of the expedition, be- 
ing friends of Monckton. 

We had been some time at Cape Nelson, where the res- 
idency was a lonely though beautify] spot on the north- 
east coast of British New Guinea. And pow (Septem-

expedition into the unknown Wilds of this fascinating 
and interesting country. 


Although the Notus lived on the coast, little was 
| known of them, though they professed friendship to the 
government. The Dobuduras, on the other hand, were a 
strong fighting tribe a short way into the unknown in- 
terior, no white men having hitherto penetrated into 
their country, and so they knew nothing about the white 
man except by dim report. 


After we had settled our account with them we in- 
tended going in search of a curious swamp-dwelling 
tribe, whose feet were reported to be webbed, like those 
of a duck, and many were the weird and fantastic ru- 
mors that reached our ears concerning them. 


The sea soon got very “choppy,” and up went our sail 
and we flew along pretty fast. We had left Mount Vic- 
tory (a volcano which is always sending forth volumes

We continued our march through some thick forest, 
and at length came to the banks of a river, where we 
suddenly crouched down. An armed man was crawling 
along the river bed peering in all directions and shout- 
ing out to his friends on the opposite bank. We were 
anxious to make a capture. Monckton suddenly gave 
the word, and up jumped a dozen police in front of me 
and plunged into the river and gave chase. I followed 
bard, but the police in front were gradually leaving me 
far behind. Till then I always fancied | could run a 
bit, but I knew better now. Seeing the man’s shield, 
which he had thrown away in his flight, I at once col- 
lared it as a trophy of the chase. Then looking around, 
I found that I was quite alone, and the thick jungle all 
around me resounded with the loud angry shouts and 
cries of the enemy. I found out afterward that my 
friends and the rest had no intention of giving chase, 
but had been highly amused in watching my poor effort 
to keep up with the nimble barefooted police. [ shall 
never forget those uncomfortable few minutes as 1 
rushed down the track in the direction the police had 
taken. Visions arose before me of the part I should play 
in a cannibal feast, and I expected every minute to feel 
the sharp point of a spear entering the small of* my 
back, just as I had been seeing our people drive their 
spears clean through some running pigs. 


To my dismay I found the track divided, and it was 


turn back was out of the question. [ had come a good 
way, and I had no idea where the rest were, and from 
the uproar at the back I imagined the Doboduras were 
coming down the track after me. I hastily decided to 
go by the old_saying, “If you go to the right you are 
right,” and it was well for me that I did so,eas I found 
out later from the police that if I had gone to the left— 
well, there would have been nothing left of me, espe- 
cially after one Dobodura meal, as the enemy were 
there in full force. As it was, I soon afterward cage up 
with the police, feeling pretty shaky and white. 


Captured a Woman. 


The police had captured a middle-aged woman, whose 
face and part of her body were thickly plastered with 
clay. She was much alarmed, and whined and beat her 
breasts, and caressed some of the police. We had made 
her come with us, and the rest of the party soon joining 
us, we came to another village which we “rushed,” but 
it, too, was deserted. There was more killing of fowls 
and pigs, and a scene of great confusion as our people 
speared and clubbed them and ran about in al! directions 
looting the houses, picking cocoanuts and cutting down 
betel-nut palms, and many of them decorated themselves 
with the beautifully-variegated leaves of crotons and 
dracaenas. 

We continued our way through bush and open coun- 
try, our police having slight skirmishes with small bands 
of natives. One big Dobodura rushed at Sergeant Kimi 
with uplifted club, but Kimi coolly knelt down and shot 
him in the stomach when he was only a few yards off, 
and the round; sharp stone on the club being an extra 
fine one, I soon exchanged it with Kimi for two sticks 
of tobacco (the chief article of trade in New Guinea, and 
worth about 3 cents a stick.) 

Toku, Monckton’s boy, and a brother of my boy, Ari- 
gita,- who carried his master’s small pea rifle, shot a man 
in the back with it as the man fied, and thereafter was 
a hero among the boys. Arigita wished to emulate his 
brother, and begged hard to do some shooting on his 
own account with my 12-bore shotgun, which he car- 
ried, and he seemed very much hurt because [ would not 
allow it. 

Many Gruesome Sights. 

We passed through many more villages, embowered in 
palm groves, and in each village we saw plenty of hu- 
man skulls and long sticks with human jawbones hang- 
ing on them. On one | counted twenty-five; there were 
also long rows of the jawbones of pigs, and a few croco- 
diles’ heads. These villages were all deserted, the na- 
tives having fled. At length we came to what appeared, 
from its great size, to be the chief village. It extended 
some distance, and stood amid thousands of cocoanut 
palms. Here we determined to camp, but we found that 
most of the police had rushed on ahead after the Dobo- 
duras, much to Monckton’s annoyance, as it was risky, 
to say the least, as the enemy might easily have at- 
tacked each party separately. However, they soon re- 
turned with more captured weapons of warfare, having 
killed two more men, and they also brought two prison- 
ers, a young man and young woman. The prisoners 
looked horribly frightened, having never seen a white 
man before, and no doubt they thought they would be 
eaten. 

The man was a stupid-looking oaf, and seemed too 
dazed to speak. The woman, however, if she had been 
washed, would have been quite good-looking. She had 
rather of the European type of features, and was quite 
talkative. She told us that most of her people had gone 
off to fight a mountain tribe who had threatened to 
swoop down on this village. These complications were 
getting decidedly Gilbertian in character. To begin 
with, the Kaili Kaili and Arifamu carriers were afraid 
of the Okeinas, who in their turn were afraid of the No- 
tus; the Notus feared this Dobodura tribe we were fight- 
ing, and the Doboduras seemed to be in fear of a moun- 
tain tribe. We ourselves were by no means sure of the 
Notus, and kept on guard in case of treachery. These 
tribes we heard were nearly always fichting, and always 
have fneir scouts out. 

Object Lessons for Prisoners. 

To return to the prisoners. We showed them how a 
bullet could pass clean through a cocoanut tree, and they 
seemed to be greatly impressed. They were then told 
to tell their chief to come over the next morning and in- 
terview us, and that we wished to be friendly. We then 
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impossible to tell which way the police had gone. To 


and it was evident that they were astonished beyond 
words at their good fortune, As they passed through 
our police and carriers, | feel sure that they suspected us 
of some trick on them. 

A. bath in the cool, clear river close by was delightful 
after a very hard day, but we, of course, had an armed 
guard of police around us and practically bathed rifle in 
hand, as the-growth was dense on the opposite bank. 

Our people seemed to be quite enjoying themselves, 
looting the houses, and one of the police was chasing a 
pig in this Village when he was attacked by a man with 
a club. The policeman was unarmed, but immediately 
wrenched the club from the man’s hands and smashed 
his skull in, and the body lay barely 100 yards from our 
tent. This was too tantalizing for our carriers, who 
came up and begged permission to eat it, although they 
knew full well that Monckton had given orders that 
there was to be no cannibalism among our carriers. 
Needless to say the request was refused, but they had 
the pluck to ask again before the expedition was over. 


My boy Arigita tad often eaten human meat, and as 
he expressed it in his quaint pidgin English, “Pig no 
good, man he very good.” It can be imagined it must 
be really good, as the Papuan thinks a great deal of 
pig. We had a good appetite for supper in spite of the 


| fact that we ate it within a few yards of a half-burnt 


heap of human skulls and bones, which appeared quite 
fresh. Our various tribes were all camped separately, 
and they looked very picturesque round their different 
camp fires, with their spears stuck in the ground in their 
midst, their clubs and shields by their sides, and the fire- 
light flickering on their wild-looking faces. 


A Night of Terror. 


To our astonishment, our late man prisoner returned 
and said that his chief wished to see us that night. At 
once there was a great commotion among our police 
and the Notus, who all spoke excitedly together, and 
were unanimous that this implied treachery, and that 
behind the chief would come his men, who would at- 
tack us, unawares. We also learned that it was not 
their usual habit to make friendly visits at night. 
Monckton thought the same, and told the man that if 
the chief or any of his people came near the camp that 
night they would be shot. The man also informed us 
that all his tribe had returned; no doubt swift messen- 
gers went after them to bring them back. The man 
went, and we waited expectantly for what might hap- 
pen. Every one seemed certain that we should be at- 
tacked, and if so, we had a very poor chance with 1000 
to 1500 well-armed savages making a rush on us in the 
semi-darkness, as there was no moon, and it 
cloudy. 

The enemy would rush up and close with our people, 
and while we should not be able to distinguish friend 
from foe, we should not be able to fire in the darkness 
at close quarters. They could then spear and ciub us at 
will. Now we had always heard that Papvans never at- 
tack at night, but the police and Notus told us that these 
Doboduras nearly always attacked at night, and if we 
had known this before we should most certainly have 
made ourselves a fortified camp outside the village. But 
it was too late to think of this now. and we now knew 
that we were in a very awkward position. From the 
size of these villages Monckton estimated that they were 
a very powerful tribe, and coukd gather together a force 
of 1500 warriors.

EW people in this western civilization oy are so 
earnestly engrossed in material and ‘ 
everyday affairs ‘have had their attention called to 
the Bahai Revelation, which is now being elucidated by 
the great Persian prophet, Abdul Baha. To the student 
of the development of thought, however, there is prob- 
ably not in the world today another place so interesting 

as the small city of Akka, in northern Palestine. 

Akka, or Acre, is a small and now practically disman- 
tled fortress town, lying under the shadow of the 
Biblically historical Mount Carmel on the coast of Syria, 
and at the present time the Mecca of many 
Pilgrims from all parts of the world, who go 
there to see and hear Abdul Baha, whom be- 
lievers lovingly call “The Master,” explain the 
mysteries of the Bahai Revelation. This so-called 
new religion is one of those mysterious and mighty 
movements which have from time to time, from the 
earliest days, swept over the earth, revivifying spiritual] 
life, changing individual habits,

fucius, a Zoroaster, a Christ, a Mahomet is naturally 
born as other men, lives the ordinary span of human life 
and dies as others, but by his brief sojourn on this 
plane, everything gradually becomes changed for the 
better, higher ideals become dominant, and newer and 
brighter spiritual illuminations are given us with which 
to further penetrate the ever-baffling mystery of exist- 
ence. 


The Bahai religious movement was inaugurated in 
Shiraz, Persia, the noted land of sacred history, in 1844, 
by one Ali Mahommed, a youth of 25 years, who in 
that year proclaimed himself to be the advancer of the 
Mighty One, who would soon appear, supporting his 
claim with convincing proofs from the Bible and the 
Koran. He styled himself “The Bab” (Gate,) a term

This declaration was not publicly proclaimed until

The mission which he asserted’ for 
himself was the inauguration of a new divine dispensa- 
tion which should be for mankind, a revelation of the 
divine will. He assumed to be, like John the Baptist, 
a forerunner preparing the way for one greater than he, | 
who would be the direct manifestation of God, and who 
would, when He came, fully reveal the divine message. 
This amazing announcement caused great stir and 
commotion in Persia. The Bab was denounced by the 
Mahommedan clergy, as a religious fanatic, or humbug, 
whose audacity and ignorance were too much beneath 
the dignity of sensible, intelligent people to notice, but |

claimed that this public declaration was made at the ex- 


act time mentioned years before by the Bab, and there- 
upon all his followers, with substantial unanimity, 
transferred their allegiance from the Bab, as their re- 
vered leader, to Baha U'llah, as the Great Manifestation, 
whose coming it was the mission of the Bab to an- 
nounce. Up to this time the followers were called Babis, 
but since the declaration they are known as Bahais 
(Servants of Truth.) 

Soon after this declaration was made Baha Ullah and 
many of his followers were still further exiled (in 1868) 
to Akka and closely confined in a prison to which the 
worst criminals were commonly sent from all parts of 
the Turkish empire. Akka was reported to have a 
deadly climate, and there was a saying that if a bird 
flew over Akka it would fall and die. The history of 
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watching for the miraculous return of Jesus, according 
_to their interpretation of*the scriptures, and I was told 
they had a room fitted up and reserved for His coming. 
In this <icinity there is also found the ancient histor- 
: ieal Cave of Elijah. Just outside of the town of Haifa 
,; there is also a French convent, whose inmates are sub- 
_jected to the most rigid seclusion as still practiced by 
some religious orders. They are all waiting, watching, 
| praying and living in the belief that God will again 
manifest Himself there.

mons came which permitted me, through the kind cour- 
_tesy of the Turkish officials, to appear in the presence 
of the great man who is imprisoned there. 

Shortly after my arrival at the prison home, “Abdul 
Baha” came to greet me. There were with me at this 
moment Dr. De Bon and his good wife, believers from 
‘Switzerland, and two Persian interpreters who are vol- 

untarily sharing imprisonment and devoting their lives 
| to this spiritual cause. As “The Master” neared the 
entrance to the room in which we were seated. we all 
| arose. He almost seemed to gracefully glide into the 
| apartment and as he approached and welcomed me in 

his gracious manner, I gazed into his luminous and 
kindly eyes. He first took my hand and then instantly 
seemed to enfold me in a loving embrace. I seemed to 
. immediately feel at rest and peace with all the world, 
| although tears, which I could not repress, filled my eyes, 
, and it was some minutes before I could regain control 
| of myself. He then sat down on a divan and motioned 
me to come and sit beside him. Holding one of my 
| hands he entered into a general conversation, through 
| the interpreters, of which I can remember but little, as 
I was trying to analyze the sensations which possessed 
me. Gradually he directed his conversation to me, at 
the same time throwing one arm over my shoulder. He 
spoke of the wondrous love of God and of the immortal- 
ity of the spirit, and I became dimly conscious of what 
divine sympathy, love and justice mean to humanity. 

During the remainder of my short stay “The Master” 
explained many spiritual mysteries and gave us much 
food for thought. What impressed me most as to his 

personality was the majesty and simplicity of “The Mas- 
| ter,” who is hemmed in by poverty and is restricted by 
‘every condition that ignorant humanity can ingen- 
iously devise and contrive. Notwithstanding all these 
most unfavorable conditions, he is constantly enlighten- 
ing and spiritually influencing the entire world through 
written tablets and through the many pilgrims from ev- 
ery known civilization who seem to be drawn to this 
“Door of Hope.” These pilgrims are not ignorant wor- 
shipers. They comprise some of the brightest and most 
enlightened minds of the world. They come in the 
spirit of skepticism, bringing to bear all of their great- 
est guns and batteries of the accumulated learning of 
centuries. But when they come within the influence of 
“The Master” in His lowly prison, their carefully-pre- 
pared logical shafts of learning anda arguments are shat- 
tered against the shield of divine truths presented and 
|taught by him. After 2000 years of additional experi- 
‘ence and learning, they seem more confounded than 
were the wise men of old, when the Holy Nazarene 
pointed out to them the error of their thoughts and 
ways and directed them to the true paths of God's glory 
and righteousness. 

Unitke those wise men who heeded not the enlight- 
enment and beneficence of Christ’s teachings which, 
spreading through the ages, moulding, softening and 
mellowing humanity, have made possible this present-day 
era of the manifestation of sweet reason and divine love 
and justice, these pilgrims become quickly convinced of 
the divinity of the wisdom and truths expressed and 
taught by “The Master.” Their hearts become filled 
with divine sympathy, and they return to their homes 
and countrymen as living but humble torchlights of 
God’s great love and mercy. 

On our way to and from Akka, at Port Said and at 
Cairo, it was my privilege to meet several of these pil- 
grims, and on the morning | sailed from Haifa, nine of 
them arrived there. They were from China, India, 
Japan and other Asiatic and European countries, and all 
noble specimens of the many and varied civilizations. 
These intelligent and inquiring souls have been for 
some years and are now constantly moving to and from 
Akka in an almost continuous stream and spreading the 
spiritual teachings they receive through the avenues 
peculiar to their different national environments. 

The one and exclusive object which Abdul Baha has 
in view is the spiritual elevation of humanity. He is 
very careful not to countenance any interpretation of 
his acts by his followers which could lead to the impu- 
tation to him of miraculous powers. He discourages 
everything tending to center attention upon himself or 
to exalt his personality into an object of.devotion and 
worship. He will not allow himself to be photographed. * 
He says: “I do not wish to have men think of my per- 
sonality or my form. There is nothing permanent about 
them. All this must die, must pass out of the recollec- 
tion of men, but deeds and words never die. These are 
my sign. It is these only which I wish to leave to the 
believers and to the world.” : 

His only claim or description of himself is “Servant 
of God,” or “Servant of Baha Ullah,” or “Servant of the 
Servants of Baha U’llah. He claims nothing for himself, 
neither comfort, nor honor, nor repose. Three or four 
hours of sleep suffice him. All the remainder of his 
time and all his strength are given to writing and teach- 
ing and to the succor of those who suffer in spirit and 
of those within reach who suffer in body. “I am,” he 
says, “the servant of God.”

FIRST MOTOR IN JERUSALEM. 

Mr. Charles J. Glidden, the well-known American mo- 
torist, who is touring through all the countries in the 
world in setting up a motoring record of 50,000 miles, 
has just reached London after achieving the distinction 
of being the first gentleman to drive a motor through the 
Holy Land and to Jerusalem. 

Mr. Glidden has just completed 46,528 miles by motor, 
the tour commencing at London in 1901. The thirty- 
nine countries he has visited include Annam, Australia, 
Europe, Canada, America, Japan, New Zealand, Fiji, and 
Java. Of the total mileage, Mr. Glidden has traversed 
6775 miles on railways in the United States and Canada, 
his car being fitted with tron-flanged wheels. The trav- 
eler has in the course of his tour twice encircled the 
globe, crossing the Arctic circle in Sweden and reaching 
the most southerly road in the work! in New Zealand. 


Discussing the more recent part of his tour with a 
press representative today, Mr. Glidden said: “| have 
just compieted over 4000 miles in Egypt, Syria, Greece. 
Italy, and France. My car was the first motor in Syria 
and the Holy Land, and in order to travel in the country 
east and west of the Jordan I had to obtain a special 
permit from the Sultan of Turkey. The fact that I was 
the first motorist in the Holy Land is all the more curi- 
ous, inasmuch as there are over 800 cars within 120 miles 
of Jerusalem. My arrival on a motor car in Jerusalem 
was considered of such importance that the chief judge 
toki me that the event would be duly chronicled and the 
record placed among the archives, which date back to 
the time of Christ. 

“At the Joppa Gate of Jerusalem over 10,000 people 
gathered to witness my arrival, which naturally created 
some excitement and wonder among the natives. In the

They Saw Naples. 
THREE Los ANGELES GIRIS IN 
SOUTHERN ITALY.

N books, tourists approach sunny Italy with sum- 
mer clothing and sunshades, but our little party 
entered La Belle Italie armed with hot-water bags, 
steamer rugs and furs which we hugged with satisfac- 
tion when a penetrating blast from the mountains smote 
us. Stories of the thieving proclivities of the lower class 
of Italians in general and the Neapolitans in particular 
had been repeated to us again and again. Kind friends 
had told us of daring robberies in hotels and streets and 


expected to lose, as one of the girls expressed it, our 
teeth and our back hair. We were so impressed by 
these tales that we stowed away our jewelry, reduced 
ourselves to common pins, and felt prepared for the

Our 
man patted his pocket and gave a knowing look to an 
official, who cross-marked our baggage with chalk with- 
out opening it, and soon we were on our way to our 
hotel. We counted our luggage, and nothing had been 
stolen yet. 

Our first objective point was Cook's, and there we 
went in search of home mail, and found hundreds of our 
countrymen bn the same quest. Cook’s in Naples re- 
sembles a New York bank in the number of its depart- 
ments and its size. It is a social center as well, for in 
the afternoon crowds of daintily-dressed women gather 
there to have tea in the spacious gallery and rotunda 
and to listen to the music. Even concerts are supplied 
there. In Southern Italy, Thomas Cook & Sons have had 
a virtual monoply, for they owned or controlled by their 
good will or contract the hotels, roadways, steamers, 
landings, carriages, and accommodations on the multi- 
tude of side trips. The American Express Company has 
entered the foreign field, and is gradually gaining 
ground all over the continent, for it offers especially 
convenient arrangements in handling baggage and 
mail. All forms of transportation can be procured from 
it. These companies are close rivals, and are struggling 
to outdo each other not only in service to the tourists, 
but in procuring the most advantageous situation and 
the finest equipment for their offices. It must be ad- 
mitted that the average American feels a thrill of pride 
as he watches the application of American system with 
its minimum of confusion and discussion which stands 
out in such sharp contrast to the fussy foreign methods. 
Cook’s is a very old-established institution, and a gen- 


Natives in small boats come out for the pas- 
sengers to take them into the Grotto. The entrance is 
merely a hole in the rocks just large to admit a 
tiny rowboat, providing the boatman and his passengers 
lie down. This hole is always partially submerged in 
the water, and sometimes entirely covered by the dash- 
ing waves.

A less powerful man would have yielded, but the 
Marquis informed Tokio that unless he could have full 
authority he would decline to stay in charge. His 
wishes in the matter were honored, but though out- 
wardly defeated, the military party is still powerful, and 
has not hesitated to annoy Ito, and block his plans of 
fair treatment to the Koreans whenever it has had an 
opportunity. 

From the beginning of the Japanese occupation the 
Emperor stood resolutely hostile. He yielded to force, 
and accepted the Japanese power because it was backed 
by a military coercion with which he could not cope, 
but he never yielded his opinion that the subjugation 
of his country was an outrage. 

Therefore, Japan took the first chance to get rid of 
him. He was given his choice of abdicating in favor of 
his son, or of having Japan appoint a regent. 

When it became known to the people that their ruler 
faced this choice they gathered around the palace to be- 
seech him not to yield to Japan. This was really the 
first step in formulating the new policy of nationalism. 
Fearing that the Mikado would name a Japanese as 
regent, the Emperor finally abdicated in favor of the 
Crown Prince, who is little more than an idiot in mat- 
ters of statecraft, and is entirely the tool of the Japa- 
nese plotters in his country.

No Privacy in American Gardens. 
_ American children learn that London is a center of 


trade with dense population, and they grow up with the 
idea that it is a mart perpetually overhung with fog and 
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subsides for another Rip Van Winkle slumber. Some 
few enthusiasts and fanciers do not get the so-called 
eraze, but maintain at all times a creditable collection. 
‘The latter clags are so few in numbers, however, that 
their cactus garden at times becomes a real curiosity. 


Terrace Coverings. 


A great diversity of opinion (and taste) prevails as 
to what is the most effective covering for banks and ter- 
races, both as regards appearances and soil-staying qual- 
ities. Some prefer roses like Wichuriana or Cherokee, 
but if the soil be friable, too much of it is washed away 
ere the vines form a ground cover. To prevent wash- 
ing from excessive watering it is best, above each plant, 
to set in the soil an ordinary fruit or tomato can with 
several nail holes punctured in the bottom. These may 
pe uickly filled from a hose and allowed to remain per- 
manently, for in time the vines will cover them and 
they will still catch a goodly share of the falling water 
and allow it to slowly percolate into the soil about the 
plant roots. If either of the roses mentioned is used, it 
is best to encourage its growth in all directions and peg 
down every successive foot of growth. A still better 
way, perhaps, is to layer it. Scratch out a narrow slot 
in the earth a foot or more apart along the growing 
stem and push the stem down into these places and 
pack soil solidly on top. In time the points of contact 
with the ground will take root and do much toward 
making a solid, soil-staying bank covering. 

Others prefer the fine-leafed ice plant, Mesembryanthe- 
mum densum, but it is not a soil binder, merely a cover 
that does not root except at one point—the main stem 
of the plant. The stems spread out in every direction 
for several feet, so that a bank eight feet high may eas- 
ily be covered by plants set in on the top level and not 
on the slope. Unless the soll beneath is very solid, 
almost rock, it will eventually, by erosion wash into 
gutters which each year becomes deeper until one is 
often surprised by an extensive and wholly unsuspected 
landslide. This ice plant blossoms most profusely, but

Defective Sites. 


The writer is often called upon to make a design and 
planting list for a house site where no scope is offered 
for variety of treatment and where the soil is of insuff- 
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cient depth to support any desirable vegetation. The 
latter is a matter not impossible to remedy, but if the 
house be perched on a bill difficult of access the cost of 
transporting soil becomes a serious consideration. Very 
often foothill dwellers place a house of sixty feet width 
on top of a barren hill less than 100 feet across and 
with less than a foot of soil covering the rocks. [If one 
builds under such conditions he must be satisfied with 
the few plants suited to such poverty-stricken sites, or 
foot the bills for excavations and soll to fill them. With 
such a small amount of space about the house, no appro- | 
priate setting can be made, for the area of the grounds 

must bear a reasonable relation to the size and height 

of the building. All the ingenuity of the most skillful 


garden designer cannot wholly mask or overcome the 
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around all the live oaks in that section, and 
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gardens, but all of the driveways are oiled close about 
the trunks, and the trees are literally choked to death. 
It is noticeable that on one street oiled but a year ago 
a fine oak tree is already on the wane. A curb will 
be placed around each tree, as far away from the trunk 
as the Board of Public Works will permit, the oiled soil 
and gravel will be removed and also some of the re-

In addition 
dead wood will be trimmed out, decaying centers cleaned 
up, sprayed with a fungicide and filled with cement. in 
this manner will the valuable trees be saved for the com- 
fort and admiration of generations yet to come.

THE SECRET OF VENUS. 
An unmutilated terra cotta statuette of Venus, which 
exactly reproduces the type of the Venus de Milo, has 
been discovered at Monemvasia, in the province of Laco-

There have been few controversies so fierce and long- 
standing as that over the lost arms of the Venus de 
Milo. There is a whole literature written on this one 
subject, and nearly every great sculptor has his pri- 
vate theory on the original position of the arms. 

They have been variously suggested as holding: A 
shield, a mirror, an apple, a spear, cymbals, drapery, a 
tress of hair, a scroll, a bow and arrow. 

The views of Mr. Cecil Harcourt Smith are interest- 
ing, for, as keeper of the Greek and Roman antiquities 
at the British Museum, he is one of the first Greek 
archaeologists. 

“Terra cottas representing the type of the Venus de 
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Milo are by no means uncommon,” he said to an Ex-

It is a feat pleasing to try for, to get a per- 
fectly marked fowl, according to Standard. It pays to 
breed first for marking, as finely marked birds bring 
great money from fanciers. To breed for marking, one 
must breed many specimens, and in so breeding will 
find himself with all else that makes for money and 
family profit. They are great eaters and thrive upon 
table leavings. The chicks get to the broiler size in 
very little time, but it takes an expert to decide which 
specimens to spare for broilers. -Those that stunt from 
any cause are not big enough, and those that thrive 
may*be the ones to put on the finely marked feathers later 
on. If one wishes to grow chicks to eat early he must 
breed from the fine stock to get size early. Serub 
Barred Rocks are scrub eating. The chicks that thrive 
should be separated from those that lag and the lagging 
given special treatment. Hustlers get all the food and 
need to be in competition with their equals. If chicks 
can’t be induced to eat well, there is no hope and poor 
blood is in them. Barred Rock chicks need more food 
than other chicks, because they take on flesh so rapidly, 
but carry the return in themselves.

The Supervisors of Los Angeles county have ap- 
propriated a sum sufficient to wipe out the flocks already 
found and to locate others if any are present. San Ber- 
nardino county Supervisors are to be asked to provide 
funds for extirpating the pest, and every county in the 
south should be thoroughly patrolled to discover these 
birds if they have become colonized. A general, quick, 
effective campaign might stave off the invasion of the 
English sparrow for many years. If thorowgh work is 
not done this season we may look for a new and dis- 


reputable population of birds, where beautiful birds were 
before.

$20 per acre. And with the same care bestowed in cul- 


tivation, the foothill product will be fully equal in quan- | 


tity and superior in quality to that grown in the south.”

~ writer does not recognize the immense diversity of State 
products, some of which could not be grown at all in | 
the foothill regions referred to above, while others would 
succeed admirably. Many of the deciduous fruits can- 
not be grown profitably in the south. and yef more of 
them are shut out by the superior usé of the land for 
citrus culture. I[t depends so materially upon what fruit 
one wishes to grow that it is folly to make locality com- 
parisons without designating kinds and varieties to be 
considered with the location.

Heretofore there 
has been no permanent market for this article, but there 
is no reason why the citron industry of Southern Cali- 
fornia should not closely keep pace with the balance of

“The citron is one member of the citrus family that 
has been neglected by manufacturers and producers 
alike,” said Mr. Newberry.

vestigation nor production of this fruit until very re- 


HE possibilities of citron raising in Southern Califor- 
nia, which he considers practically unlimited, are 
about to be tested on a large scale by J. R. Newberry, 
who already has been the means of rescuing the indus- 
try from entire obliteration in this part of the country. 
From a production of a few thousand pounds, which 
represented the output of Southern California five years 
ago—and the industry was then about to die—it has 
jumped to 125,000 pounds for last year as the result of 
encouragement given by Mr. Newberry. and this year’s 
yleld, he predicts, will be at least 200,000 pounds. 
The first experiment in citron raising were made about 
five years ago by an English company, which planted 
seven acres in Riverside county. Recently they put in 
five acres more, making twelve acres. The only other 
orchard was that of a Dr. Westlake, who had three acres 
of citron trees in Monrovia. 


For various reasons both of these ventures turned out 
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erside, came to us about a year ago with a proposition 
to take their fruit and cure it or they would take up the 
grove, as they had had no success whatever in the cur- 
ing of their product. 
an offer for thir crop of last year. 
had investigated the development and curing of citron 
in New York and engaged a man who had had some ex- 
perience in these lines. 

“All of the citron used in the United States is brought 
here in what we term the pickled state—that is, fruit is 
in brine, and it is cured in New York. This is done to 
save the import duty. 
curing the fruit before it is preserved, we bave been en- | } 
abled to make a fine product, much superior, I believe, 

to any of the foreign product imported into this country. 

Our investigation proves that the citron grown in Call- 

fornia is far more meaty and has a higher flavor, from 
'a citron standpoint, than any of the foreign goods. 

“I predict that in the next ten or fifteen years Cali- 
fornia will produce from 5,000,000 to 8,000,000 pounds a 
year, and, with the same encouragement that the orange 
and lemon industries receive, we will drive the foreign 
citron entirely out of the American market. The con- 
sumption in America is about 15,000,000 pounds. Cali- 
' fornia produced last year only 75,000, and this year about 
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grow something if they can, and that it does not con- 
cern them, as they have no time to bother with it; while 
the fact is that, if the labor is intelligently applied, no 
work about the farm will yield as much profit and pleas- 
ure as that applied to the garden. 

We plant the first two rows of vegetables one foot 
apart, then allow a space of three feet for cultivation, 
then two more rows one foot apart, another three-foot 
space, and so on until all are planted. 

We grow everything we want in the garden in this 
way—onions, lettuce, beets, parsnips, carrots, etc. If 
we do not want a full row of one kind we put two or 
more in one row. Plant several rows of good garden 
peas, early, medium and late. I also grow one row of 
sweet potatoes and several rows of Irish potatoes for 
early use, also a few rows of early, medium and late 
sweet corn. 

I put in the seed for the small vegetables very quick 
by using a line the length of the garden. Make a 
marker by using a three-sidéd stick of about twelve 
inches long and three inches wide on either side. Take 
an ax and dress one end the shape of a sleigh runner, 
bore an inch hole in the other end in a slanting direc- 
tion so that you can insert a handle that will allow you 
to walk upright, pushing the marker ahead of you and 
under the line as fast as you walk, making the mark 
deep or shallow as you want it for the different seeds: 
drop your seeds in this and cover with back of hoe.

If the land is well fitted, you will be surprised how | 


quickly you can put in your garden in this way. A 
handy person can plant the whole list in two or three 
hours, and when it is put in, in this shape, it requires 
very little time to run through it with the horse and cul- 
tivator once every week. If this is done, very little 
hand work is necessary, and excellent results will be at- 
tained. 

If the space between the rows are kept well cu!tivated, 
neither drought or weeds cause any check. One who 
has never tried this system will be surprised at the quan- 
tity and quality that can be produced for the amount of 
labor applied, and, also, at the improvement it makes 
in the bill of fare, to have an abundance of fresh vege- 
tables and small fruits always on-hand. Think, also, 
of the great saving in the grocer’s and butcher's bills. 

I have practiced this system just about as outlined for 
many years, and know whereof I speak, and am con- 
vinced that any family, which has not in the past kept 
their table well supplied with fruits and vegetables grown 
in this way, will be delighted with results, if this method 
is adopted and well carried out.—[J. L. Hilborn, in 
American Cultivator. 


Frog Gardening. 
AISING frogs for the market is one of the latest in- 
dustries established in California. The New York 
Sun of recent date publishes a description of a frog 
ranch conducted by Miss Katherine Walsh in Contra 
Costa county. 
- Like a good many other people now living in the West, 
Miss Walsh was forced to leave her native State in the 


East because of il] health. Being told to live out of | 


doors and forced by necessity to earn her own living, she 
decided to raise frogs for the market, and now not only 
owns one of the most picturesque ranches in Contra 
Costa county, but supports in comfort her mother and 
the two children of a dead sister. 

“The net profit of my froggeries for last year was 
something over $1800,” Miss Walsh told the reporter. “lI 
sold 3000 dozen frog legs in San Francisco, and that was 
the amount cleared. They were all shipped alive to 
hotels and restaurants, and the price received was from 
$1 to $8 a dozen. Of course the price of frog legs, like 
that of every other variety of game, depends on the size 
and the season. 

“The native green frog of California is very small, 


and while the legs are delicious in taste, they bring, | 


much less money than when the native frog is crossed 
with the large eastern frog. According to epicures, the 
very best frog for the table is the cross between the Cali- 
fornia and the Florida species. With carefully-selected 
stock this cross produces exceptionally handsome frogs, 
and so deliciously flavored as to put to blush the finest 
Parisian product. 

“My froggeries cover ten acres of land and are four 
in number, besides the smal! pools where the tadpoles 
are kept until they are large enough to be put with 
their older relatives. Yes, it is absolutely necessary to 
keep them divided according to size, as frogs are about 
the most cheerful cannibals one could imagine. 


“Anything of his own kind from a tadpole up is fair | 


game for a large frog that can catch and swallow it. 
They are not at all particular about being able to swal- 


low it at one gulp. either

“In spite of every precaution the large frogs will 
sometimes get out. When they do it seems that instinct 
leads them directly to the tadpole pools. In the morning 
the runaway frog is found wearing a placid smile of con- 
tentment, unmistakable evidence that a sufficiency of 
tadpoles has been stored away by him. 

“I now have all my ponds and pools surrounded by 
close board fences three feet in height. No, the frogs 
cannot jump so high, but if by chance a broom, a gar- 
den utensil or even a broken branch is left leaning 
against the fence the frogs seem to discover it in some 
miraculous manner, and at once, using it as a gang- 
plank, set out to see the world.

As it was not possible to have banks about my 
first froggeries, I had fences built, but when I bought 
this ranch, as all the ponds had high banks, I thought 
there would be no necessity for the fences. 


“A few days after we moved in I was awakened early 
one morning by the gardener and invited to come out 
and look at the frogs. It seemed as if the whole place | 
was covered with them. They had climbed the banks 
and were on their travels) We were kept busy the en- 
tire morning sweeping them up with brooms and dust- 
pans and dumping them back into the ponds where they 
belonged. 

“The pools for my tadpoles are never more than a 
foot deep and have cement-covered bottoms. The frog 
ponds are deeper and the bottoms are covered with mud, 
in which the frogs bury themselves during the winter. - 


“All my pools and ponds are so perfectly drained that 
an overfiow is quite impossible, and in case it becomes 
necessary al] the water can be let off within a few min- 
utes. They are all, ponds and pools, covered with a 
green lacework of algae so thick as to resemble one un- 
broken mass, but the water under this growth is fresb

“This is the way they will determine it. They have 
already agreed, before the candidate appears, what they 
will do. These doctors represent different rings within 
the medica] fraternity. They have come together and 
discussed it all over. They have agreed that candidates 
appearing before them that have graduated at a certain 
college will be passed; that candidates that have been 
graduated from other colleges will not be passed. Each 
one of these five examiners represents a different 
school. But they do not wholly represent their respec- 
tive schools. Each of these schools has cliques and di- 
visions. They are divided ints warring factions. One 
faction adheres to this college and another faction to 
that college.” 

If the applicant has been wise, he has gone to a col- 


lege that stood in with the examining board. Other- | 


wise, Dr. Carr declares, he is doomed to fail. He will 
be turned out on the street minus the $25 he has paid 
for the privilege of being examined. 

This is a great way to encourage young men of real 
worth to enter the medical profession, is it not? 


Then there is another class—physicians that have | 
been authorized to practice medicine in some other 
State, who have moved to this State and desire to con- | 


tinue their profession legally. These men must also 
appear before the Board of Medical Examiners to see 
whether they are fit to practice medicine. Some of 


them are much more proficient in the practice of medi- | 
cine and surgery than any man sitting on this Board of | 


Examiners, nevertheless they must appear before the 
Board and endure the humiliation of being examined. 
What is likely to be their fate? | 


Perhaps some member of the board has a personal — 
prejudice against one of these old doctors. Perhaps | 
some member thinks there are already epough doctors | 
in the State, and does not care to have any more com- | 


petition. In other words, he is opposed to the open 
shop. Perhaps the candidate is proposing to settle 
down in the same city where a member of the examin- 
ing board practices. You can imagine what is then 
likely to happen. 

This, Dr. Carr declares, is a specimen of the legisla- 
tion of the American Medical Association. It is not the 
‘only specimen, either. Let them single out any medical 
journal they happen to dislike, and quickly that journal 
becomes defunct. Let them attack any member of their 
profession through their official journal, and they give 
their colleague no chance to reply. 

Dr. Carr concludes his article as follows: 

“Their invasion of the rights of the common people 
is too long a story to recite here. The only hope that 
they will receive a check, is that in their arrogance, 
they will divide the medical profession itself, 
convert the whole thing into a dog fight.

function vision, The eyes are in constant use during 
the sixteen wakeful hours, and nature's desire for per- 
fect single vision is paramount. When these facts are 
understood, one does not wonder at the havoc created 
when perfect vision is functioned under adverse circum- 
stances. Besides appropriating nerve energy which 
should be used for the balance of the system. a certain 
amount of brain exhaustion or brain irritation is en- 
gendered. A result of brain exhaustion is evidenced by 
loss of memory, dullness of comprehension in study, 
lack of ability to concentrate, etc. Many pupils in our 
schools are living examples of this fact. Some are a 
failure in this preparation for the responsibilities of 
life and pass théir entire after life on a lower plane in 
consequence.

Appendicitis. 


CARCELY a day passes in which one does not hear 

or read of an untimely death following an operation 
for what the doctors call appendicitis. Men in the 
prime of life are snatched away from their field of use- 
fulness and thousands of households all over the land 
are in mourning over the loss of loved ones through 
this dangerous and—ninety-nine times out of a hun- 
dred unnecessary—operation. 

At the Congress of the American Medica] Associa- 
tion in Chicago a physician, who is said to have per- 
formed more appendicitis operations than any other 
sufgeon in the country, declared that according to pres- 
ent statistics it will be only a few years until every one 
in the country is afflicted with appendicitis, and is 
way to undergo an operation, in order to prevent 
eath. 

A cheerful prospect this, is it not? Surely, it is 
about time to put a stop to this shameful series of med- 
ical murders. 

In a recent number of the Saturday Evening Post 
Dr. Woods Hutchinson turned temporarily from the sub- 
ject of diet and filled three pages with an article on 
the subject of appendicitis. Dr. Hutchinson being a 
humorous writer—unconsciously so perhaps—the article 
was appropriately illustrated with funny pictures. 

Dr. Hutchinson tells his readers in this article that 
nature made a mistake when she gave a man a vermiform 
appendix. It is too bad that Hutch was not there at 
the time to correct this blunder. He mentions the re- 
markable fact that in a Baltimore hospital it was found 
that the percentage of cases of appendicitis among col- 
ored patients was as large as among white patients. 
Why yes, the negroes in America eat about the same 
kind of unwholesome food as the “white trash,” so why 
shouldn't they “enjoy” the same diseases? Dr. Hutch- 
inson admits that what is now called appendicitis was 
formerly known by the good old Anglo Saxon name of 
“belly ache,” also that the idea that seeds may lodge 
in the appendix is foolishness. He is correct when he 
says “the only way which food can give us, or be ac- 
cessory to appendicitis is by its being taken in such 
excessive amounts as to set up fermentive or putrefac- 
tive changes in the alimentary canal, by its being in an 
unsound decaying, or actually diseased condition.” 

Dr. Hutchinson recommends that you should send for 
the most competent doctor vou know and be guided 
entirely by his information. In that case it is ten to 
one you will be told you must have your appendix cut 
out, and if you do so, you will—if you do not die un- 
der the operation, suffer as long as you live—for when 
Dr. Hutchinson tells you that the appendix is “entirely 
without useful functions” he is telling you a falsehood

In the first place, let him be satisfied that it is really 
appendicitis. As above stated, not one case out of a 
hundred that the doctors call appendicitis, is really in- 
flammation of the appendix. It is usually an inflam- 
mation of the lower bowel, causd by wrong eating—espe- 
cially the eating of concentrated foods, like white flour, 
meat and cheese, and hastened by constipation. 

As to the rational] treatment of appendicitis, it is quite 


simple, like all other rational treatments. First of all, 
go to bed. Open the windows in your bedroom. Stop 
eating absolutely. Take no nourishment of any kind— 
nothing beyond a few sips of water, when you are 
thirsty, to which may be added a little fruit juice. Take 
several thorough injections of the bowel with tepid 
water, until they are well cleaned out, and then an in- 
jection once in twenty-four hours, for a week. Take a 
dessertspoonfyl of pure olive oil every two hours, for a 
day, then twice a day until better. To relieve the pain, 
apply hot cloths, frequently changed to the abdomen. 
Very gentle massage of the affected part is also good. 
This will “cure” inflammation of the bowel, but it will 
not prevent a person from getting it again soon, if he 
continues to live wrong. Any one who has had eight 
attacks of what the doctors cal] appendicitis, within a 
limited period, may be quite sure that he has been liv- 
ing very, very wrong. He should “cease to do evi] and 
learn to do well.” Otherwise, he may rely upon com- 
ing to an untimely end, operation or no operation. 


Feeding Babies. 
T the Congress of the American Medical Association 
in Chicago there was a discussion on the important 
subject of babies. One physician said: “Feed your ba- 
bies right, up to two years old, and they will have stom- 
achs of cast-iron quality at 25.” 
This advice is all right, so far as it goes, but whether 
@ person has a “cast iron” stomach or not at 25 de- 
pends considerably on how he treats it between the ages 
of 2 and 20. | 
Another physician properly condemned the belief that 
cow's milk can be made interchangeable with human 
milk. He referred to it as a “superstition that had 
many evil results.” He advanced the novel suggestion 
that State commissions should be created to organize 
, depots at which human milk might be obtained, enough 
. Of which he declared “goes to waste to give every starv- 
ing baby in the land a square deal and a square meal.” 
This last statement is doubtful. American women 
haven't a surplus of milk.

Jewish Hygiene. 


S frequently stated here, the laws of Moses are to a | 


great extent founded upon the laws of health. Un- 
doubtedly it is to the strict observance of these laws for 
several thousand years that the Jewish race owes its 
wonderful vitality and its freedom from disease. 


In the Montreal Educational Journal, S. Ortenberg re- 
cently had an article on the subject of Jewish hygiene 
and immunity. He quotes a prominent writer on Jew- 
ish subjects who said: “From epidemics the Jews have 
often escaped as if they possessed charmed life.” One 
of the most striking features of the Mosaic laws he says 
is the number of times in which reference is made to 
the washing of hands, after various functions. It would 
be a good idea if this cleanly custom were more general

strong inclination to bury myself in the nearest hut and 
softly hum the lines, “I care not for wars and quar- 
rels,” etc. We sat talking in subdued tones for some 
time, expecting every minute to hear the thrilling war 
cry of the Doboduras, but nothing was to be heard but 
the crackling of the embers of the burning houses, the 
low murmur of our people around their camp fire and 
the most dismal falsetto howls of the native dogs in 
the distance. These howls were not particularly exhila- 
rating at such a time, and I more than once mistook 
them for the distant war cry of the Doboduras. 
Horrible Barbarities. 

The Papuans, as a rule, do not torture their prison- 
ers for the simple idea of torture, though they have 
often been known to roast a man alive for the reason 
that the meat is supposed to taste better thus. This 
they also do to pigs, and |, myself, on this very expedi- 
tion caught some of our carriers making preparations to 
roast a pig alive, and just stopped them in time. For 
this reason Monckton would always shoot the pigs 
brought in for his carriers, but in this case one pig was 
overlooked. I have heard of cases of white men having 
been roasted alive, one case being that of the two 
miners, Campion and King. But we had learned that 
this Dobodura tribe had a system of torture that was 
bruta] beyond words. In the first place they always try 
to wound slightly and capture a man alive, so that they 
can have fresh meat for many days. They keep their 
prisoner tied up alive in the house and cut out pieces 
of his flesh just when they want it, and we were tok, in- 
credible as it seems, that they sometimes manage to 
keep him alive for a week or more, and have some prep- 
aration which prevents his bleeding to death. 

It is quite unnecessary to go into further details of 
that awfu] night. I know we all owned up afterward 
that it was the most trying night we had ever spent, and 
for my part I hope I may never spend another like it. 
None of us got a wink of sleep. I tried to sleep, but | 
was too excited to do so. About 3 a.m. it began to 
rain, the first rain we had had in New Guinea for five 


or six weeks, and that saved us, for we learned later 
on that about that time the Doboduras were gathering 
together for a rush on our camp when the rain set in, 
and odd as it may seem, we heard that they had a su- 
perstition against attacking in the rain. What their 
reason was I never got to hear fully. Lack of space 
forbids my going too much into details. But we were 
unaware of all these things as we silently waited and 
longed for the dawn to break. I never before so wished 
for daylight, which came at length, and what a load it 


took off our minds! We could now see to shoot at all 
events. We saw the Dobodura scouts in the distance on 
the edge of the forest, but we had made up our minds 
to “heau’’ (Papuan for “run away,”) as things were too 
hot for us. There was a scene of great excitement as 
we lefi, and from the noise our people made they were 
evidently glad to get away. This time some police 
formed a rear guard. The Notus led the way, and they 
started to hop about, brandishing their spears. They 
did excellent scouting work in the long grass, rushing 
ahead with their spears poised. All the villages we 
passed through were again deserted, but we heard the 
enemy crying out to one another in the forest and 
jungle. telling each other of our whereabouts. We ex- 
pected an attack, and I often nearly mistook the 
screeches and cries of cockatoos and parrots and the 
loud, curious call of the birds of paradise for their dis- 
tant war cry, which was quite excusable considering the 
state of one’s nerves and the sleepless night we had 
spent. The police had a few shots, but apparently with- 
out success, and in the evening we found ourselves back 
in the Notu villages. We were met by many Notus bear- 
ing cocoanuts, which they opened and handed us, and as 
we passed through squatting crowds, we were greeted 
with loud cries of “orakaiba” (peace.)
